‘ems The Sea #7orf2, and River Aorfe, which it they 
are not the fame fpecies are yet extremely alike, have 
Tranze Inftinks, whereby they preierve their own be- 
ings and offend their Enemies. For whether or no 
that be true which iome report of ’em, that they were 
the firft Inventers of 8lood-lerting, rolling their teader 
Bellieson the (harp Reeds, and thereby letting them- 
felyes blood when they are gorg’d and purfeited ; this is 
certain, that they obferve a fort of Military order 
among ft ‘em:for when they lie a fleep on the Jee about 
Greenland, they carefully ies a Centinel, who gives the 
Alarm onthe approach of the Enemy, Striking his next 
Neighbour on his long 7usk, who does the fame to his, 
and fo the Alarm imngediately runs through the whole 
Army, who make with all their Force towards the kdg 
of the Jee, and plunge down together to break it with 
their wefgbt, and efcape their Eaemy; thus they often 
make a Good Retreat, the moft dithcule parc in the 
whole Art of War, We remember we mention’d 
above, the Strength of Jmagination in Fifkes, whereot 
we thall give at prefent but one Inftance; ‘tis to be 
found in Swammerdams Notes on Van Hors Prodromus, 
where he tells us. that he himfelf fawa fimall Shed 
Fifh which the Latins call Jurben, from its form, we a 
Wilk, or Winkle, faften’d to the upper Shell of an Opfter, 
and growing to it in fuch a manner that the upper 
part of the Shel, under which the Fifh did inhabit, 
had a‘fort of a proruberance, or {welling in the Inlide, 
as if it gave way to the weight above ir, tho all the 
reft of the fhell was fmoort-and Equal. Bat on the 
contrary) the wider fhell, which had nothing to do with 
this Jaterleper, that fat on the Ridg of the poor Oyfters

Anji, Concerning St. Matibews Gofpel, we think 
we have formerly aniwer’d, but however fhall here 
examin it more largely. There are Authors of great 
Learning both Ancient and Modern, who make no 
doubé at all of its having been at firft written in He- 
brew: Among tht Ancients, /reneus ,0» igen, Chryjoftom, 
Eujedius Epipbanius, Treopbilaé. But none fo pkinly 
as St Ferom, who mentions it im feveral places, and 
lays exprefly he had both feen,read, and even Trantlat- 
edict. In his Caral, Ser por, Part. 2. Ep.67. * Mat- 
* theus, qui et Levi, &c. Matthew, who was alfo call’d 
* Levi, an Apoftle froma Public, did for the fake of 
* thofe of the Circumcifion which beliew’d, firft of: all 
“in Jndea, write. the Gofpel of Chrift in Hebrew Let 
* tersand Words. He goes on, t to be teen 
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c: riot : oi ~ ; » the ade 
in ¢/ebrew in the Librarv of Cafarea, nay, he adds

further, that he himfif had the Liberty of Tranicrib- 
ing it from the Nazireans at Barea in Syria, who us'd 
no other. And again he mentions another Copy of 
If, which was brough: by Pamstenus the Philofopher out 
of the Pudies, whither st. Bartholomew himfelf had car- 
ry'd it : Among the Moderns, Grorius is very politive 
in the fame opinion, and Dr. /Zammond {eems not to 
make the leaft doubt of it, being fway'd, its probable, 
as well by the general vote of the Ancients, as by 
two, which are already publick, Manu(cripts of great 
Antiquity, which he quotes at the Beginning of his 
Paraphrafe on this Gofpel,both which agree that "twas 
Writ in the Hebrew longue by Sc. Matebewat Ferufa- 
lem, for thofe of the believing Tews which there inha- 
bited : Againft this ’tis as Strongly urg‘d by others, 
that ‘tis not pro!whie St. Matthew fhou‘d write ia 
Hebrew, for the fake of the Jews, when the main Body 
of ‘em had {0 far lott iheir old Language that they 
were forc’d to have Paraphrates in the Chaldee even 
ty underftand the Scriptures, which are generally 
granted to have been written fome time before our 
Saviour, They further urge that if there ever were 
any fuch Gofpel at firft written by St. Marthe in the 
Hicbrew Language, ‘tis very probable ‘twas loft before 
St. Feroms time, and he impos’d upon by fome Spuri- 
ous Golpel of the Ebiorises, which is own‘d by all, 
even by Epiphanius himfelt, to have been extremely 
deprav’d and corrupted. Again, Era/mus in his Apo- 
logy urges, that it appears from St. Ferom himfelf 
that there were two Volumes of this pretended Goi- 
pel, one written in the Chaldee or Syrian (peech, but in 
the Hebrew Letters, which he mentions in his difcourfe 
againtt the Peligiins ; the other which he fays was

and Letters: As to the firft of thefe objections, thus . 


much feems plain, that it cou'd not be the od Hebrew 
Language, viz. That which was usd in the facred 
Books, of the Old Teftament, in which St. Masshew 
firft wrote his Gofpel, any more than we are, to fup- 
pole ‘twas that Language in which Chrift's 7isle was 
written, or St. Paul {poke to the Fews, both which 
the Scripture tells us was Hebrew ; which muft there- 
fore bein fuch Hebrew as was then intelligible, and 
vulgarly {poken amongft ‘em as'was then the Syriack 
only, or a Language confounded out of the £baldee

rujalem ; for otherwife how cou*d this Gofpel be faid
